Under-sheriff W. M. Veale, and City 
Marshal C. H. Palmer, proceeded to 
the scene of the accident as soon as 
the call came in to the Sherift’s 
office, were partners in the dairy 
business on the John McMahon ranch 
near San Pablo. They had been in 
business about 40 days, and were on 
their way to Byron to purchase cattle 
for the dairy. 

Coming through the canyon 
before entering Martinez, they 
apparently driving at an excessive

Gonzales claimes, according to De- 
puty Sheriff J. M. Joseph that he 
was traveling only about 15 miles 
an hour and does not know how 
he lost control of the machine. 

Deputy Coroner J. F. Brunscher 
has charge of the body of the dead 
man, while John Connolly later took 
the Gonzales family to their home 
in San Pablo.

Turkeys Will Be 
Higher This Year 


Turkeys retailed yesterday at 45 
cents per pound, which was the high 
price of 1923. It is probable that 
before Thanksgiving comes that the 
price will be higher, but ‘it is not 
dhought the holiday dinner’ will 
be more than 25 per cent higher than 
last year. 

Figures released by the Retail 
Grocers’ Association show that a 
complete Thanksgiving dinner in 1923 
cost $10.63 and, this year will cost 
under prevailing prices for all the 
incidentals $10.87. 

A shortage in the principal turkey 
producing centers will make the cost 
of the luscious bird this week rise 
a few cents, according to the pre- 
dictions of market men. 

One of the Pacific Coast turkey 
sources is Texas, which has report- 
éd a production of 25 per cent below 
normal. In Texas turkeys are re- 
tailing at about. 30 cents a sixteen- 
ounce pound. — 

At Portland, Oregon, the price is 
about 5 cents a pound more. The 
farther east. one goes the higher the 
turkey meat sells; reaching a maxi- 
mum of 50 cents between Spring- 
field, Illinois, and New ‘York.

Appalling Loss 


Of Life in 1923 
Thru Accidents 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—No less 
than 22,600 persons were killed and 
678,000 seriously injured in street 
and highway accidents in the United 
States during 1923. The economic 
loss invwcloved im these accidents is 
estimated at $600,000,000. 

These figures were made public 
today in the report of the commit- 
tee on statistics which is submitted 
to the conference on street and high- 
way safety, to be held here Degem-. 
ber 15, 16 and 17 under the aus- 
pices of the Department of Commerce. 

The committee reported that there 
is almost a total lack of systematic 
effprt by the States to obtain ac- 
curate and complete data regarding 
traffic accidents, and that until this 
is done there can be no comprehen- 
sive understandifig and treatment of

PARIS, Nov. 22.—This is a_ story 
the romance of which is culled from 
the four corners of the earth; from 
the magic Fast, the beginning of the 
tale, and from the opulent West, 
where it arrives at its denouement. 

The story may be written in six 
words: ‘The pearl market has been 
cornered! 


Leonard Rosenthal, the man’ who 
knows more about pearls than any- 
one living, has achieved the dream 
of his life. He has abolished the 
Indian society of intermediaries who 
for centuries possessed the monoply 
of pearl buying in the Orient, and 
his etablished his,own organization 
which buys the pearls from the fish- 
ers, on the spot. 

Ninety per cent. of the pearls which 
find their way to the American and 
European markets first pass through 
the hands of the man and his adjus- 
ters. 

Rosenthal, thirty years ago, was 4a 
humble antique buyer at the Paris 
official auctions. He lived in a tiny 
room on the fifth floor of a tenem- 
ent. One day, for a few sous, he 
purchased a piece of carved wood that 
had been part of a bedstead owned 
by a family reduced to sell their be- 
longings because of poverty. The 
piece of carved wood was nearly 
three hundred years old. It was 1 
unique example of a 
sought-after persiod. Rosenthal sold

Not only is he able to tell you at 
a@ glance whether a pearl is Orient, 
East Indian or Egyptian, but he is 
often able to preceive the oyster beds 
where the pearl was born. One a 
woman attended a dinner in the pal- 
ace he owns.in the _ Pare Monceau 
distirct of Paris. She was wearing 
a string of pearls. 


“Ah, Madame,” said Rosenthal, “I 
see that you still have your necklace, 
for all that the last pearl in it was 
purchased by you in Rome in 1892.”
